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HEALTH OFFICER'S REPORT. 



To the Honorable the Board of Supervisors 

of the City and County of San Francisco: 

Gentlemen: I herewith transmit my report of the affairs of 
this office for the fiscal year terminating June 30, 1886. 

Daring the year there were 5,322 deaths, against 5,288 the 
preceding year, an increase of only 34, notwithstanding a large 
increase in our population. 

Estimating our population at 280,000, the annual ratio of 
deaths per 1,000 was 19, against 19.49 of the preceding year. 

Estimating the Chinese population at 22,000, the annual ratio 
of deaths was 21, against 21.36 of the preceding year. 

Estimating the population of other nationalities at 258,000, 
the annual ratio of deaths was 18.8, against 19.49 of the preced- 
ing year. 

In estimating our population at 280,000, 1 am justified by the 
number and character of the houses that have been constructed 
during the year (see report of the Inspector of Plumbing and 
Drainage), the number of school children, as well as the number 
of registered voters. 

Those who are, perhaps, better informed place our population 
at 300,000. 

In the absence of a recent census, I prefer estimating the pop- 
ulation below, rather than above, the actual number, because to 
overestimate the population of any city is to render mortuary 
and vital statistics comparatively valueless. 

The causes of death were : 

From Zymotic diseases 775 

From Constitutional diseases 1,017 

From Local diseases 2,364 

From Violence 280 

From Unascertained causes (Chinese) 229 

From Unascertained causes (other nationalities) 103 

(The Unascertained includes deaths from natural causes.) 
From Developmental diseases 551 
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Among the more prominent causes of death were: Diphtheria, 
218; Typhoid Fever, 98; Phthisis Pulmonalis, 745; Pneumonia, 
359; Diseases of the Heart, 199; Encephalitis, 156; Apoplexy 
and Paralysis, 232; Diseases of the Liver, 99; Violence, 280. 

Smallpox, though frequently imported, has ceased to be a fac- 
tor in our mortuary records. This is due to the constant vacci- 
nation of our children for more than ten years with bovine virus. 
The children of our public schools are required to have certifi- 
cates of vaccination. Those who have control of our parochial 
schools are no doubt equally particular. So long as this prac- 
tice continues, I have no fear of an epidemic of variola in San 
Francisco. 

The number of deaths from Zymotic diseases, generally pre- 
ventable, being 775, against 927 of the preceding year, is ait in- 
disputable evidence of the improved sanitary condition of San 
Francisco. 

This improvement is due to the filling in of many ponds 
of stagnant water, always productive of miasmatic disease; 
the construction of many sewers, and the reconstruction of 
others, thus enabling us to compel the abandonment of a very 
large number of cesspools and sinks, and to force landlords to 
connect their house-drains directly with the sewers. 

The faithful and honest execution of our admirable plumbing 
and drainage laws is doing much towards the improvement of 
sanitary conditions. 

That the condition of Chinatown has improved is evidenced 
by the decreased death rate in that quarter. But, as I have 
often had occasion to say in other reports, constant house to 
house inspection is absolutely necessary in the Chinese quarter 
to maintain even tolerable sanitary conditions. 

San Francisco continues to hold her position as one of the 
most healthful of all cities of equal population in this or any 
other country. 

More than 20 per cent (1,047) of 'deaths during the year oc- 
curred in our public institutions; a large proportion of these 
patients were from other portions of the State, and even from 
other States. 

This being the only large city on the coast, and our charitable 
institutions affording as a rule more comforts than those of the 
interior towns and villages, the laborer, without friends, hastens 
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to San Francisco for skilled medical advice and better accom- 
modations. 

So it is with Phthisis Pulmonalis — a large proportion of those 
who die here come from other States. ' 

•The climate of California, or portions of it, being justly con- 
sidered as highly favorable to the consumptive, many arrive at 
San Francisco in extremis, and die here before reaching the 
haven of their hopes. 

Although our sanitary condition compares so favorably with 
that of other cities, progress, political economy, social interest 
and humanity all demand that a great city like San Francisco 
shall not be laggard in advancing her sanitary, social, moral and 
intellectual improvement. 

I desire, therefore, to renew the recommendations heretofore 
made in regard to certain matters which have not been acted 
upon by your Honorable Body: The extension of Brannan 
street sewer to Channel street; the extension of all sewers to 
deep water; the purchase of scows for the removal of garbage; 
the removal of all wooden sidewalks where excavations exist be- 
neath them; the constant flushing of our sewers daring the eight 
months of the dry season, are surely sanitary necessities which 
must be apparent to every intelligent and thinking person in the 
community. 

The defects of our sewerage system, especially south of Mar- 
ket street and east of Montgomery street, have been so much 
discussed that every citizen of ordinary intelligence must be sat- 
isfied that these defects should be remedied; that large portions 
of this territory, with its buildings, must be raised, or pumping 
reservoirs established to force the sewage into deep water. That 
expensive intercepting sewers must also be constructed. 

These improvements will necessitate the expenditure of a 
large amount of money. When undertaken, this great work 
must be completed in the shortest possible time, for the necessi- 
ties of traffic, trade and travel will not permit of delay in its 
completion. 

To accomplish this work requires legislation, for it can never 
be undertaken without the issuance of bonds. The taxpayer 
does not ordinarily complain if his money is intelligently and 
honestly expended for the public good. 
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The coustruction of new sewers and the reconstrucl^on of the 
old ones should be under the control of a sanitary engineer. 
This sanitary engineer should foe well known for his intelligence, 
integrity and experience; indeed, he should have a national rep- 
utation. Eastern cities have saved many millions of dollars in 
a very few years by the employment of such men. 

For more detailed views upon the subject of sewerage, I refer 
you to former reports, especially my report for tlie fiscal year 
terminating June 30, 1877. [See Municipal Eeports, 1876-77.] 

A subject of great importance, and one which, so far as I 
know, has never received proper, if any, consideration, is the 
necessity of furnishing suitable play-grounds for the 74,079 
minors of the city between the ages of five and eighteen years. 

By your ordinances these children are not permitted to con- 
gregate either in the streets or on vacant lots, and actually have 
no places of resort suitable for those amusements so necessary 
for the promotion of health and pleasure. 

I respectfully suggest that a portion of every park in the city, 
or of as many of them as may be necessary, be appropriated for 
recreation grounds for these children. Destroy as many of the 
trees and as much of the shrubbery as may be necessary for this 
purpose^ remove the unnecessary and homely fences which now 
surround the parks in the central portions of the city. 

In this way your parks will not only afford innocent and 
healthful amusement to the youth of the city, but will be a 
source of pleasure to every class of our people. I ask you, there- 
fore, to give this your serious consideration, believing that it 
will meet with the approbation of every well-thinking citizen. 

I know of no measure or undertaking that would tend so much 
to promote the physical and moral development of these boys and 
girls, upon whose education, moral, physical and intellectual, 
depends so much the future prosperity of San Francisco. We 
would have fewer "hoodlums,'* and many children would be 
saved from the disgrace and ruin of a commitment to our so-called 
reformatory institutions, where more are educated by bad asso- 
ciation to be confirmed criminals than are ever reformed. 

All educators of experience and practical sense know how easy 
it is to prevent the commission of the first criminal act, com*

pared with the difficulty of reformation after such act has been 
committed. 

While our schools are educating the mind, let us pay more at- 
tention to the physical and moral development of our youth; 
otherwise we are simply manufacturing instruments which must 
sooner or later destroy the foundation upon which society de- 
pends for its protection. 

The vital, mortuary and financial reports of our secretaries, as 
well as those of the sanitary inspectors, market inspector and 
inspectors of plumbing and drainage, afford the best evidence of 
their industry, intelligence and general efficiency. 

My thanks are hereby tendered to Chief of Police Patrick 
Crowley for his active and valuable co-operation with this De- 
partment in our efforts to improve the sanitary condition of the 
city. 

We are much indebted to the officers of the Signal Service for 
the valuable meteorological and barometrical observations taken 
at the signal office.

Sib: I have the honor of presenting to you the following report for the 
fiscal year ending Jane 30, 1886: * < 

During the past ye^ I have issued permits for the plumbing and drain- 
age of thirteen hundred and one (1,301) buildings, showing a decrease of 
two as compared with the number issued last year. Although the number 
is less, the class of buildings erected has been of a better character, number- 
ing amongst them many fire-proof brick structures, whereas last year a large 
number of the buildings erected were tenements for one or two families. 

I have received one thousand (1,000) plans, showing the plumbing and 
drainage of thirteen hundred and one (1,301) buildings — an increase of 
seventy plans over the previous year. Two hundred of the plans received 
were for buildings erected on streets where there are not any public sewers. 
In all such cases the house drainage is discharged into a cesspool on the 
premises. 

By referring to the list of registered journeymen plumbers, I would^call 
your attention to the falling off in number since last report. Death has re- 
moved eight in the last year, and the others have gone away or have been 
negligent to re-register. 

The falling off in the number of registered master plumbers can only be 
accounted for in the same manner. 

There are still many on the list of registered plumbers, both master and 

journeyman, who are incompetent and require constant looking after, which 

takes up a considerable portion of my time.
